The lead surplus which existed at 
the first of the past year has been done away with and 
arrangement entered into by which the production of 
lead_is to be increased during 1903, on continuance of 
the same basis which has been in effect during the past 
year.” 


THE estimates of the Russian government for the 
ensuing year include an ordinary expenditure of $940,- 
202,614 and an extraordinary expenditure of $95,631,- 
121, or a total of $1,035,833,735. This sum is larger 
than the national debt of the United States and calls 
for a larger revenue than is raised by any other coun- 


try of the world. England, under stress of the Boer | 


war, has increased her annual expenditures to about 
nine hundred millions, but the situation is abnormal, 
and before the war the-amount was considerably under 
six hundred millions. France requires something like 
seven hundred millions annually, and including post- 
office expenditures and interest payments the United 


States has approximated that figure. Germany's ac- 


count is less than six hundred millions. 








A REVIEW of the mining history of the United States 
during the year 1902 discloses the fact that one of the 
most striking points in the development of the general 
industry has been the increasing attention which has 
been paid to the development of low grade ore deposits 
of the several states. Not that the day of bononzas 
has passed, but the intelligent mining man-now prefers 
large bodies of low or medium grade ores which can 
be counted ‘on for heavy; consistently steady produc- 
tion, of as nearly uniform grade as can be secured by 
well applied methods of treatment.’ Then, again, there 
is the increased smelting capacity of the different states 
to support this comparatively new ' principle, -being 
evolved, thus furnishing endorsement’, to. the stand 
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taken by mining men in géneral. The past year’s rec- 
ord of the mines which would corie under this classifi- 
cation has been suchas*téfurtish satisfactory dividends 
and thereby gaimthe’sipport of the investing public in 
such enterprises 








F. Hiaesew af R. Geipert have published the re- 
sults Of their experiments in producing aluminum by 
means of the electric furnace. From these’ it would 
appear that the preparation of pure aluminum, from a 
mixture of cryolite, aluminum fluoride, and alumina 
may be easily accomplished in a furnace using a cur- 
rent of 300—400 amperes at 7—10 volts, the cathode 
current density being 3 amperes per square em. In 
order to obtain a good product, it is important to start 
with the raw materials as pure as possible. High per- 
centages of aluminum fluoride facilitates the electro- 
lysis, since the bath is thereby rendered more fluid, the 
temperature being bright red-heat. From the results 
obtained the authors are of opinion that the modern 
successful electro-chemical manufacture of aluminum 
is not due to secret alterations in the electrolytic pro- 
cess, but to the employment of purer raw materials 
and to the use of anodes containing as little ash as 
possible. 


THE EXpPorRT trade of the United States has resumed 
its normal and expansive condition. From the low 
figure due to the failure of the corn crop last year 
and the unusual demand at home, the export figures 
have increased from 88 million dollars in June to 
148 millions in December, and reached the highest 
mark ever made by exports in the month of December. 
June, July and August of the year 1902 were the only 
months since August, 1899, in which the export figures 
fell below the 100 million dollar line, and this was due 
to the causes above indicated. With the arrival of the 
new crops of breadstuffs, cotton and provisions, the 
exports have rapidly advanced, the increase in Decem- 
ber over the preceding month being about 23 million 
dollars, of which the value of 11 millions is in cotton, 
5 millions in provisions, 4 millions in breadstuffs, and 
a million dollars m mineral oils. The December ex- 
ports are 11 million dollars in excess of December, 
1901, 3 millions over the banner year of 1900, 10 mill- 
ions more than in 1898, 30 millions more than in 1896, 
56 millions more than in 1895, 61 millions greater than 
in 1892, and actually double those of 1887. Only one 
month -in the entire history of our export trade—Oc- 
tober, 1900—shows as large a figure of exports, while 
in. no December have the exports reached as high a 
figure of value as in December, 1902. 





Tue record of the year just ended will show. a 
marked change in the share which the various ports 
have had in the distribution of the exports of the 
United States. The Gulf ports show a falling off of 
about -13.per cent in exportations as compared with last 
year, and the Atlantic coast ports a decline of about 10 
per cent; while the lake and northern..border ports 
show \a, gain’ of 3 per cent, the Pacific coast ports a 
gain of 10 peg cent, and the.Mexican border ports an 
incréase of 25 per,cent. These.marked contrasts, in 
which ;:the ports tributary to the Atlantic show a reduc- 
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tion, and those on the Pacific or fronting upon contigu- 
ous territory show an in¢rease, are in keeping with 
the general trend of the year’s commerce, in which ex- 
ports to Europe show a marked decline, and those to 
Asia and to the contiguous territory at the north and 
south a marked growth. Exports to Europe especially 
were affected by the crop failure of last year, since 
breadstuffs and provisions from the larger proportion 
of the sales of the United States to that part of the 
world; while our exports to Asia, Mexico and Canada 
were less affected by crop failures, since manufacturers 
form the bulk of our sales to those parts of the world. 
Hence the decrease in shipments through Gulf and At- 
lantic ports and the increase in those through Pacific 
ports and those fronting upon contiguous territory. 





Tue consular service of the United States remains 
substantially as it was organized in 1856, and is as ob- 
solete as quill pens and blotting sand. Changes have 
been made in spots, salaries have been increased by 
personal influence or favoritism and fees have been 
raised or reduced from time to time without regard to 
other changes or the surety of the organization. The 
salaries were originally fixed upon the expectation that 
the incumbents would have the benefit of a certain 
amount of fees to make up what was lacking for neces- 
sary expenses, but they were all based upon the cost 
of living half century ago, when a dollar would go 
two or three times as far as now. Certain consulates 
which were of importance at that time have since lost 
their consequence, while other posts which were then 
insignificant now have the largest share of the busi- 
ness and require first-class ability and a considerable 
allowance for their maintenance. 

William E. Curtis, in writing on this topic, says: 
“The development of the consular service has not kept 
pace with the changing currents and conditions of in- 
ternational trade, but the service has been allowed to 
drift from year to year, and has been used as an asy- 
lum for broken-down politicians as a means of reward- 
ing political activity and partisanship and for the con- 
venience of persons of influence who desire to live 
abroad for social or family reasons.” 








Tue Cardiff Weekly Mail of Jan. Ist contains an 
exhaustive resume of the Welsh tin plate trade during 
1902. Some of the points presented in this article are 
as follows: 

“In tin plate the year has again demonstrated the re- 
markable vitality of the trade. Every year of late has 
brought forward an alarmist cry that the great indus- 
try was to be threatened with ruin. The imposition of 
an American tariff was to do it, but it survived. The 
withdrawal of American business was to be fatal, but 
the past year has shown America to be still an impor- 
tant customer, and the very fear of the trade’s with- 
drawal roused the energies of the tin-plate manufac- 
turers, and led to the opening of markets in the Far 
East, in Japan, and China, which had only been the 
destination of an occasional consignment. Then, at 
one period of the year, manufacturers began to look 
gravely at one another on account of cargoes discon- 
tinuing to Batoum and Odessa. ‘The great oil indus- 
try of Russia was “pegging out,” or resorting to other 
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mediums of conveyance than those of tin.’ But here 
again the alarmist was soon put out of court, for the 
stoppage was only due to commercial changes, and the 
autumn has given proof of this by increasingly large 
cargoes being required. In. addition, other foreign 
connections have been firmly retained. At present the 
scare is the greatly reduced make of oil sizes, in conse- 
quence of the American tin-plate workmen accepting a 
reduction in wages, so as to compete successfully with 


’ Wales for the trade of the great. oil company of the 


States. A well-informed correspondent in our columns 
showed, not long ago, that the great oil company is not 
likely to aid in destroying Welsh competition,-as that 
would leave it at the mercy of the American manufac- 
turer, who, naturally, with a rival out of the way, could 
get almost fancy prices. Throughout the year the pro- 
duction of tin plates in Wales has been well maintained 
—too well, argue some—and hence the resort to a lim- 
itation of make, which, as we write, is being carried in- 
to effect. At the best this can only be regarded as a 
temporary and artificial corrective. The natural one 
is the thinning out of the weak ones—the survival ot 
the strongest.”

I HAVE heard several hardware dealers located in 
small towns state that if they were only located in a 
town of some size they could form an association of 
some size that could accomplish something. An ex- 
ample of what can be done in a small community comes 
to our attention from Storm Lake, Ia., where Natttess 
& Egy and J. D. James, hardware dealers, have agreed 
to close their places of business at 6:30 p. m. every 
night until March 1, with the exception of Saturday 
nights, when the stores will be kept open later. All 
over this country there are thousands of small towns 
containing two hardware stores where the dealers, 
through mutual jealousy, rob each other of sleep and 
all the enjoyment of life for the sole purpose of fight- 
ing with each other for a few cents’ worth of 
trade. All this can be obviated for their mutual benefit 
if the dealers in these little places can get together, 
as getting together can help the dealer in the isolated 
and remote community as well as in the great me- 
tropolis. It is to be hoped that this good example from 
Storm Lake will be followed by hardware men in 


- other places.

THE CONSTRUCTION News of recent date gives tabu- 
lated statistics of building operations in the principal 
cities of the country for 1902, which show a ‘satisfac- 
tory gain as compared with 1901. In twenty leading 
cities permits were taken out in 1902 for the construc- 
tion of 72,385 building improvements, involving an 
expenditure of $297,151,462, against 69,119 permits, 
involving $288,117,006, in 1901, an increase of ‘3,266 
buildings and $9,034,456, an increase of 3 per cent. 
This increase is not nearly so large as in former years, 
but when one takes into consideration the intense 
activity -that has‘ characterized the past three or four 
years one would nattrally expect something of a re- 
action from the figures established during that period. 
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The magnitude of the building during the past few 

years in this country is enormous. The gain in Igo! 

was 74 per cent, as against a loss of 29.20 per cent in 

1900, this being due chiefly to labor troubles; the year 

1899 showed a gain of 41 per cent. The figures in

They will be if retail hardware dealers here in 
West Honeysuckle and over in Boomer county and 
across the state line in Indiana and Wisconsin and all 
over this country grasp the idea that while they may 
be a pillar of strength in the commercial life of the 
town where they live, they are precious small potatoes 
in the commercial life of their state and nation, and if 
they don’t want to commercially drown its a case of 
organization life line or nothing.

may yet remain, the per- 
sonnel of the proprietors 
will show striking changes. 
Although it is twenty-five 
years since _ Bergstrom 
Bros. & Co. Neenah, Wis., 
who favor us with this invitation, were organized, 
no change has taken place in the personnel of the firm; 
G. O. Bergstrom, D. W. Bergstrom and H. Babcock 
still constitute the firm as at the beginning. Under 
the same management the business has increased and 
the produce of the foundry improved until the “Roval 
Line” of high-grade stoves and ranges is recognized 
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by the.trade as standard. ~The Neenah Stove Works 
have a frontage on Main street of 400 feet and an 
average depth of 125 feet. The main building rises 
in four stories.

They 
brought good stuff to put into the foundations that 
were being laid in Neenah forty-six years ago. A. K.

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ELECTRIC TRAVELING CRANES. 





If our memory serves us rightly 3,000 lbs. is the 
limit of human achievement in the lifting line, while 
few indeed have been the modern Hercules’ who have 
succeeded in hoisting 2,000 pounds by the exercise of 
their own muscular strength. 

We have before us the fascinating catalogue of 
Pawling & Harnischfeger, Milwaukee, Wis., which 
takes one into the very heart of great foundries, giv- 
ing interior after interior of vast machine shops 
equipped with the latest mechanical appliances. Re- 
ferring back to our Samsons with their ability to lift a 
ton, it is interesting to note that the smallest size, the 
“baby,” electric crane, type A class, made by this con- 
cern, whisks a five-ton weight around while other sizes 
ranging up to 150 tons capacity are built to the same 
specifications throughout. While, of course, this firm 
make many 3-ton cranes and could make one lifting a 
single ton, the latter would be largely on the toy order. 

It would be an actual impossibility to find 200 men, 
picked out from all the world for their strength, as 
Frederick Wilhelm’s grenadiers were picked out for 
their height. who could for one hour equal the hoist- 
ing and carrying capacity of one of their 150 ton 
cranes. Then, too, what modern machine shop is there 
with its amazing congestion of lathes and pulleys, 
chucks and belting, which could afford the room for 
any 200 men to operate? 

Every trolley in the type A class electric cranes has 
two drums turned and grooved in the lathe and of am- 
ple size to take the necessary length of chain or rope 
at a single wrap; and in each case there are but two 
reductions in speed between the hoisting motor pinion 
and thedrum gears. These reductions are made in oil- 
tight cases in order to exclude all dust and dirt. All 
gears are cut from solid stock and are run in pinions 
cut from forged steel blanks. 

The greater portion of the load generally comes on 
the sheaves placed in the girt between the two trolley 
sides, but the strain on the two parts of the chain which 
lead to the drums must be met and controlled by the 
brake. In lowerimp the load it*is ‘indirectly matte to 
slide down on a film of oil held between a stationary 
and a sliding surface. 

The trolley is carried by four double flanged chilled 
wheels carefully ground to uniform diameter and fitted 
with steel axles of liberal size which run in bronze 
bearings. Two of these wheels are connected and driv- 
en through suitable gearing by a motor fastened to the 
side of the trolley. The bottom block and hook are 
of steel. The hook nut is fitted with a ball-bearing. 
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The sheaves are of substantial design and are fitted 
with steel pins aid bronze bushes. The bridge girders 
are proportioned so that the stress produced by the 
maximum load does not exceed one-fifth of the ulti- 
mate strength of the material in the lower flanges, 
while the top flanges are designed and proportioned to 
easily resist the lateral strains which occur by sudden- 
ly stopping and starting the bridge when fully loaded. 

The two girders are securely connected at the ends 
and carried by strong brackets and double-flanged 
chilled wheels of ample strength and size for the maxi- 
mum load, when the load is lifted at one end of the

FLORAL CITY FURNACES. 





The Monroe Foundry & Furnace Co., Monroe, 
Mich., send us a handsome catalogue showing their 
line of Floral City furnaces. The place of honor in 
this volume is accorded the Floral City gas-tight fur- 
nace, double radiator “A” series, a solid, extra heavy, 
all-cast furnace for hard coal without a bolted joint 
above the ash pit. 

The arrangement of the heat radiating surfaces is 
such that a very large percentage of the air passing up 
to the hot air chamber is forced over the center of the 
furnace and between the body and radiators. The 
ash pit is large and deep and the door is the full size 
of the opening, making the removal of ashes easy. 
The grates are of the Smyth duplex, triangular revolv- 
ing pattern and are worked in pairs by the use of a 
crank placed on the two center bars. The fire pot is 
made very heavy and is also deeply corrugated. 

The body is cast in one solid piece and, like the pot, 
is deeply corrugated. The radiators are both heavy, 
single-piece castings without joints. All joints in this 
furnace above the ash pit are sand joints. These fur- 
naces are provided with a dust flue with damper oper- 
ated from the front for carrying off dust that might 
otherwise escape into the cellar, also with a direct- 
indirect draft to the chimney connecting with the lower 
and upper radiator. 

The Floral City gas-tight furnace, single radiator 
“‘A” series, is the same as the double radiator gas-tight, 
with the exception that the top radiator is left off. 

The Floral City gas-tight furnace with diaphragmed 
steel radiator differs from the other Floral City gas- 
tight furnaces in that a diaphragmed steel radiator is 
substituted for those wholly of cast iron. This radi- 
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ator is made of heavy steel plate with cast top and bot- 
tom and central diaphragm or division plate to force 
the products of combustion to pass to the front and 
then back through upper division of radiator to the 
smoke outlet. 

This firm offer a variety of styles in combination 
heaters. 

The Floral City King furnace burns hard coal, soft 
coal and wood equally well. Some important changes 
have recently been made to this furnace and the manu- 
facturers call attention to the straighter fire pot and 
ash pit, but particularly to the new drop smoke outlet, 
which enables the casing to be lowered several inches 
and to the enlarged casings—changes that will be ap- 
preciated by the trade. 

This furnace has a very large door, ranging from 
15x17 inches to 12x14 inches, and will readily take 
large chuncks of coal or wood. 

The ash pit is large and deep, giving ample air space 
under grates and facilitating the removal of ashes. 

The fire pot is made straight and is heavy and deep- 
ly corrugated to give strength and durability. 

The body is made of very heavy steel plate with a 
corrugated cast iron top, with elbows cast in one piece. 
This cast top fits into a ring with a heavy deep slot, 
which is riveted to the top of the steel body. Another 
heavy cast ring is riveted at the bottom of the steel 
body, thus preventing any possibility of it sagging or 
bulging out of place. 

The radiator is a solid, one-piece casting, with “clean 
out” at the back. 

The down draft tubes connecting the top with the 
radiator and the radiator with the smoke outlet are of 
heavy steel plate, and packing collars are used at con- 
necting points and a perfectly tight joint secured. 

The furnace is provided with a direct draft damper 
and a dust flue, both of which are operated from the 
front.

DECLINATION TO FURNISH ASSISTANCE. 





The following letter has been placed in our hands by 
a manufacturer of boilers as a sample of the replies 
they make when writing to people who ask for assist- 
ance in laying out or figuring up a heating job: 

“Gentlemen: We have your valued favor of the 
16th enclosing sketth of residence in which you wish 
to install a steam heating plant. In reply to same we 
are mailing you under separate cover our catalogue il- 
lustrating our heaters and enclose you a price-list from 
which we are pleased to quote you. In regard to this 
plan will state that our heater will heat this building 
very nicely, and if properly installed will give perfect 
satisfaction. 

In regard to figuring the cost of installing a steam- 
heating plant in this building, will state that we cannot 
do this for you. In the first place, we do not sell radia- 
tors, pipes, fittings, etc., and therefore are entirely un- 
familiar with the prices of same. We manufacture 
heating boilers and sell to the trade only, and do not 
make plans or specifications or figure jobs for any one, 
for the reason that it always proves very unsatisfactory 
to all concerned. In the second place, if we should fig- 
ure this job for you and we figured the cost so high 
that you lost the job you would be displeased: On the 
other hand, if we figured the cost so low that you got 
the contract and then installed the plant and found that 
it cost you more than we figured, you would be again 
displeased. 

You can therefore see how very unsatisfactory. it 
would be all around, and as labor and material cost so 
much different in different parts of the country it 
would be almost an impossibility for us to figure the 
exact cost on this, and it would be two chances to one 
of our making the wrong price and causing you dis- 
satisfaction. 

In the next place, as the perfect operation of a heat- 
ing plant depends very largely on the installation of 
same, we think it preferable to sell to those only en- 
gaged in the heating business. If you are engaged 
in the hot water and steam heating business you can 
certainly figure this job much more accurately than we 
could. If you cannot figure this, it would be one hun- 
dred chances to one of your being able to install the 
plant in a proper manner, and it would be ten chances 
to one of the plant giving satisfaction, and in that case, 
of course, the boiler would be blamed and it would do 
us no good whatever, but would be a damage to our 
reputation. 

“Trusting you will appreciate our position in this 
matter, and if you are engaged in the heating business 
we shall be favored with your early orders, we remain,

It certainly should be perfectly plain to all reptuable 
manufacturers of boilers that the arguments put forth 
in above letter are based on good business sense. 

The assistance rendered to incompetent persons by 
boiler manufacturers carries with it the responsibility 
for proper working of the heating plant, and the boiler 
is the most vulnerable spot that an owner can reach in 
case the job is not satisfactory.

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TO CONSTRUCT AN O G TROUGH. 





First determine the size and shape of the trough 
and mark the stretchout on a sheet of tin. With the 
scratch awl punch holes where the bends are to come 
and use.this for a pattern. When the tin is to be 
beaded this should be done with great care, so when 
the sharp bend is made the trough will go together 
nicely. After the tin is beaded make the bend A, and 
then form the O-G, after which the final. bend is 
made. 

To solder the trough procure a piece of pine mold- 
ing the shape the trough is to be. This molding should

be four or six feet long, eight feet will do no harm. 
The tin can be placed on this form and secured by 
tacks or by suitable clamps, when it is an easy matter 
to golder the trough straight. The bottom of the 
trough should be about a half of an inch wider than 
the shape of the ‘molding would require, so a piece of 
locked tin can be soldered -on so as to be nailed to a 
strip of half-inch stuff that is-fastened-to the wooden 
cornice. This makes a nice finish. and ‘prevents any 
crack from showing that might be between the trough 
and cornice. Soe oy 

To describe the pattern of a miter for O G, draw 
the profile and divide it into any number of con- 
venient parts. Then measure the trough so as to 
procure the stretchout, which divide into the same 
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number of parts as the profile. For convenience the 
lines can be numbered as has been done in the draw- 
ing. Lines being dropped from where the lines (1 to 
16) intersect the profile to the corresponding lines on 
the stretchout, give the points so a line drawn free 
hand through these points will give the desired pat- 
tern,

The daily papers, whose information is gleaned from 
the optimistic offices of promoters as a general thing, 
has the Standard Metal Tile Co. combining the prin- 
cipal metal tile and ceiling companies, both east and 
west, practically in operation. One New York daily 
paper says: 

“Lee McCullum, president of the New York Metal 
Ceiling Co., 537 W. 24th St., New York, has been ac- 
tive in promoting the consolidation and, it is said, is 
favored for president of the new concern. Besides the 
company of which he is the head, it is understood three 
other New York metal ceiling companies will join 
the movement. 

“Options have been secured on a number of plants 
which, according to a representative of the new cor- 
poration, may be exercised at any time within sixty 
days. Among the companies away from New York, 
which have expressed themselves as favorable to con- 
solidation are the Penn Metal Ceiling & Roofing Co., 
Philadelphia; Friedley & Voshardt, Chicago; Keigh- 
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ley & Co., Pittsburgh; Wheeling Corrugating Co. and 
Caldwell & Peterson Manufacturing Co., Wheeling; 
Canton Steel Roofing Co., Berger Manufacturing Co. 
and J. H. Eller & Co., Canton, Ohio. 

“The combination will have its headquarters in New 
York. If its plans are successfully carried out, it will 
at once discontinue the ten or twelve selling agencies 
the various companies now maintain in each of the 
principal cities. It will also concentrate its manufac- 
turing facilities in each district and some of the plants 
will be dismantled.” 

Friedley & Voshardt, Chicago, one of the firms men- 
tioned in this New York daily, advise us: “We know 
nothing definite of the combination of which you speak. 
We have heard rumors and read detailed statements of 
propositions along that line, but as far as anything of 
a tangible or definite nature being known, we are as 
much in the dark as you are.

The bottom of the tank is protected by a heavy 
galvanized iron ring, which adds to its strength. 

Tin plate production in the United States is now at 
the rate of about 400,000 tons a year, which repre- 
sents the largest annual production on record. There 
has been a marked change in the business in the past 
two months in favor of the American Tin Plate Co. 
Last October about two-thirds of the independent tin 
mills were running, while one-half of the American 
Tin Plate Company’s were idle. Since that time the 
independent mills have been steadily shutting down; 
while the American Tin Plate Co. have been starting 
more plants, the last one started being 46 mills at New 
Castle. At present meeting, less than 25 independent 
tin mills are running, while the American Tin Plate 
Co. has about 200 mills running out of a total of 
255 regularly operated.

NEW PROCESS OF MANUFACTURING STEEL 





Marcus Ruthenburg of Philadelphia has invented 
an electric furnace by which he claims he can manu- 
facture steel direct from the ore by a new and eco- 
nomical process. 

A test was made of same at the plant of the Cowles 
Electric Smelting & Aluminum Works, East Lock- 
port; N. Y., on Jan. 15th last. It is claimed that by 
the use of the electric furnace the intermediate proc- 
esses of making pig iron, oxidation and so forth are 
eliminated, or rather combined in the one operation, 
and from the raw material fine steel is turned out 
ready for market. This would create a great saving, 
and if all that is claimed for the new process is prac- 
tical, it should revolutionize the manufacture of steel.

LEAD MEN COMBINE. 








On Jan. 20 the United Lead Co. filed its charter of 
incorporation in New Jersey. The capital stock of the 
company is $15,100,000, of which $15,000,000 is com- 
mon stock and $100,000 preferred. The preferred 
stock bears interest at the rate of 7 per cent and is non- 
cumulative. 

The charter is an unusually broad one. “The cor-" 
poration,” it states, “will engage in the manufacture 
of lead and other materials consisting of lead.” 

A few of the companies that have been mentioned 
in connection with the lead combine are: National 
Lead Co., New York; Union Lead Co., New York; 
Chadwick Lead Co., Boston; Tatham Bros., New 
York and Philadelphia; Raymond Lead Co., Chicago ; 
American Shot & Lead Co., with branches throughout

Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The quietude reported last week is still a prominent 
feature of this market. It is quite possible that some 
of the purchases made last year were in excess of 
requirements for the purpose of securing necessary 
supply, and buyers are now a little easi. = 

There is no falling off in consumption that can be 
definitely located, and it is not likely shipments from 
furnaces are increasing, as rolling stock is quite scarce, 
especially in the South. 

The majority of sales made for both Northern and 
Southern irons have been small and for early deliv- 
ery. There has been quite a little buying of standard 
Bessemer to take the place of Malleable Bessemer, but 
the lots have all been small and for prompt delivery. 

It is reported that the uniform disposition on the 
part of Southern furnaces is to hold the price of No. 2 
foundry at a little higher price than at present quoted, 
but as yet there has been no noticeable effect on the 
market. 

Several furnaces in this locality have been closed 
down for lack of coke, and it is not likely there will 
be any early relief. It is quite probable that a short- 
age of Lake Superior coke iron will be noticeable 
before long. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 


Mills are receiving heavy specifications which 
crowds their capacity to the utmost. New business is 
of light proportions. We quote mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery, as follows: Spring steel, 2.65c to 2.75c ; 
sleigh shoe, 1.95c, flat sizes; concave and convex, 2c; 
out of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 2.50c to 2.60¢c; ma- 
chinery steel, 2.15¢ to 2.25c base; plow steel, 2.50c and 
upwards, according to quality ; toe calk, 2.30c to 2.40¢ ; 
out of stock, 3c to 3.10c; ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; 
specials, 13¢c and upwards; less than carload lots, 5 to 
10 per cent higher; cold rolled shafting, carload lots, 
47 per cent off ; less than carload lots 42 per cent off. 





MERCHANT PIPE. 


There is no indication of any lessening in the heavy 
demand that has kept up all winter. Where steel pipe 
can be used buyers are specifying it on account of the 
difference of $6 a ton from the price of wrought iron 
pipe. During the week, bedstead and pump manufac- 
turers have entered the market for their year’s require- 
ments, and a large number have placed contracts. Job- 
bers have also been sounding the market, and these 
are expected to buy their spring needs shortly. 





CAST IRON PIPE. 


New business is confined to the usual run of small 
orders. The-leading interest reports that it is still un- 
able to get a sufficient number of cars at its Sonthern 
plants. We quote f. o. b. Chicago, 4-inch water pipe, 


$35; G-inch, $34; 8-inch and upwards, $33; gas pipe, 
$1 a ton higher. 





SCREW HOOK AND STRAP HINGES. 

‘lhe latest prices on screw hook and strap hinges 6 
to 12 inches, are $4 per hundred pounds; 14 to 20 
inches, are $3.75 per hundred pounds; 22 to 36 inches 
are $3.50 per hundred pounds. 





CORN KNIVES. 

The latest prices on corn knives are as_ follows: 
Acorn corn knives are $2.65 per dozen; Clipper, light, 
are $1.65 per dozen; Clipper, heavy, are $1.90 per 
dozen; Disston’s are $3.15 per dozen; Easy are $7.75 
per dozen.

Extra finished cast iron hollow ware 
is 40 per cent off list; unguaranteed is now quoted at 
50, 10 and 2% per cent off list. White enameled cast 
iron hollow ware is 40 and 5 per cent off list and mas- 
lin kettles are 65 per cent off list. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Prices on wire nails.have been well kept up ; the quo- 
tations remain at $2.10 in car load lots, with Io cents 
additional for smaller lots. 





CUT NAILS. 

Cut nails are in slightly enhanced demand. The cut 
Nail manufacturers’ Association which met in New 
York on Jan. 14th, advanced prices 54 cents per keg 
for carload lots. The local price is $2.21%4 for car- 
load lots and 2.31% for smaller lots. 





BARB WIRE. 
The tone of the barb wire market is quite healthy, 
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in spite of the fact that business is not as large as it 
was during December. Galvanized barb wire is selling 
at $2.70 in carload lots, and 10 cents additional for 
smaller lots. 





PLAIN WIRE. 

There is a moderate demand for plain wire. While 
the trade has not been particularly large, it has been 
fairly satisfactory. No. 69 are quoted at $2 in carload 
lots and $2.10 in smaller lots. 





GALVANIZED BARB WIRE. 
Galvanized barb wire Nos. 4 to 4 is $2.30 in carload 
lots, and $2.40 in smaller lots. 


ROPE. 
Manila rope 7-16 in. and larger is 11c to 114 per 
pound. Sisal rope is 8c to gc per pound. 





TURPENTINE. 
While there is not much business in turpentine, the 
market is strong, and is likely to advance in the near 


future. Southerns are quoted at 60%%c to 61c per gal- 
lon, and machine made barrels at 61c to 61%4c per gal- 


lon. 





BARS. 

A large tonnage has been placed for both iron and 
steel bars, many covering for their year’s requirements. 
All branches of the manufacturing trade are included 
in the buying movement. Specifications are volumin- 
ous and about equally-divided between heavy and light 
sizes. Railroads and implement manufacturers are the 
heaviest consumers. We quote mill shipments, Chica- 
go delivery, Bessemer steel, 1.76%c; angles, less than 
3x3, 1.86%4c base; hoops, in lots of 250 tons and great- 
er, 2.06'%2c base; less than this amount, 2.16%c; iron, 
1.75 to 1.80c. On lots from store we quote, steel, 2c 
to 2.10c; iron, 2.15c to 2.20c; hoops, 2.40¢ to 2.50c; 
angles, 2.25¢ to 2.50c rates. 





SHEETS. 

There has been a lessening in the demand for black 
sheets, though galvanized has strengthened. Inde- 
pendent mills are reported to be accepting business at 
$1 a ton less than the price asked by the leading pro- 
ducer. We quote No. 27 black, 2.76¥c to 2.81¥c; 
galvanized, 3.35c to 3.45c; for deliveries from stock, 
No. 27 black, 2.95¢ to 3c; galvanized, 75 per cent to 75 
and 5 per cent. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

Mill specifications from railroads and bridge builders 
are heavy and there is also a good movement from 
stock. Figures are being taken on two buildings to 
be erected in this city, one a 12-story structure, requir- 
ing from 1,500 to 2,000 tons, and the other 500 tons. 
The Santa Fe has not yet placed its order for freight 
cars. It is reported that 6,000 will be bought, instead 
of 3,000, as noted last week. If steel underframes are 
specified, this order will require from 25,000 to 30,000 
tons of steel, including the axles. We quote mill prices, 
Chicago delivery: Beams, 15 inches and under, 1.75c 
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to 2c; 18 inches and bover, 1.85c¢ to 2.10c; universal 
plates, 1.75¢ to 2c; angles, channels and tees, 1.85c¢ to 
2c base. The maximum quotation represents the 
price for quick delivery. On lots from store cut to 
length, we quote 244c to 2%c per pound. 





PLATES. 


There is an active demand for plates, and the local 
interest could fill its books for the entire year in a 
short time if it wished. Among the orders placed last 
week was one for 15,000 tons from a local jobber. 
Some orders are being taken for delivery in the last 
half, but mills are discriminating in these. Store trade 
is brisk. We quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery : 
Tank steel, % inch and heavier, 1.75¢ to 2c base; 
flange steel, 1.85¢ to 2.10c base. Prices from stock: 
Tank steel, 4% inch and heavier, 2.25¢ to 2.35c; 3-10,

steel, 2.50c to 2.60c. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES.
